19, But now the Trial is come, or ud 
ment is begun <with the gentle Houſhold of Faß, 
and the Trial begins pertaining to the Object of 
Worſhip and the oniy Mediator ; and J fear the 
Teachers with the Peopje, will ze found robbers 
of God. As for Mr. Bradbury, he declared in Pin- 
ners Hall, that' the Holy Ghoſt he hath not ſo fully 
conſider d the Phraſe, though to my Knowledge he 
hath tied up his Prayer with the Phraſe always, 
though now he and others leave out the Phraſe 
Holy Ghoſt, and have ſubſtituted in the Room there- 
of, the Phraſe Spirit; fo that no Boay knows 
ht Spirit they mean, that they uſe in the Room 
of the Holy Ghoſt: Again, he ſaid that the Word

1 Cor. xv. 34. I leave the Reader to anſwer again. 
Mr. Watts hath declared in his Rook, that there 
is a Neceſſity for a new ſet of Woras to declare 
a Trinity by: If he means a firſt Canſe Trinity 
of Perſons, I ſay ſo to, for Father Son and 
Holy Ghoſt can't declare a firſt Cauſe Trinity of 
Perſons, though wwe have been deceived by the Tra- 
dition of good Men for many Years. In this Point 
you may read the old, and yet the new ſet Form 
of Words, by which the firſt Cauſe Trinity is de- 
celared according to Scripture Rule. 4 ſay you may 
find it in this Book, and if you canuot fee it, I 
am ready to ſhew it you; and the Practice of 
the ſame is to be ſeen among ſt us, for we are 
helped to worſhip the firſt Cauſe in a right Man- 
ner, according to them Words of Chriſt, John iv. 23, 24.

OU want a true Declaration of 
3 Chriſt; In order thereunto, I be- 
gin thus, there is a firſt Cauſe, 
Rag which is a Trinity of Perſons, but 
one infinite Godhead, 70. xxii. 5. 
fal. cxlvii. 5. Rom. i. 7. Eph. i. 
BREA :, 3. 7ohn iv. 24. you will read no 
rhoſt mentioned in theſe Texts, which prove 
an infinite Trinity in one Godhead, The a-fore-men- 
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tioned infinite firſt Cauſe, created and contained in 
himſelf in Eternity, a divine Spirit, Nature 70h 
i.. 18-199 a Dei i. 4. in 14. 
called the eternal Spirit, and the mighty God, 
IJſa. ix. 6. This is the Mediator that Moſes was 
a Shadow of, and he was ſhadowed out by the Tree 
of Life in the Garden of Eden, and as a Tree contains 
all his Branches, ſo and much more ſo, an infinite God 
created and placed, and ſecured from any Sin or Fall, 
to eternal G ory. 1 Tohniii. 12. All the adopted Sons 
in their ſpiritual Father, as Branches in the Free of 
Life, or Members of the Head of Grace, who is the 
aforeſaid Mediator, or the eternal created Spirit, which 
was in God as a Thought, Fer. xxix. 11. and proceeded 
from him as his Word, by which, and in which his 
Jahn viii. 42, 16, 27, 28. whole revealed Mind is 
contained and declared, therefore he is called the 
Father of Lights, and fo 1 James i. 17. and cal- 
led the Book of Life, written within and without, 
and that Rev. v. 1. cone Stone whoſe writing on 
bim, was of Gods engraving, to whom the Eyes 
of the whole Creation, are to look to him for Wiſ- 
dom, for all Wiſdom of. Grace and Nature js plac'd 
in him, as all Light is placed in the Sun, Zech. iii. ). 
the which Sun is a Figure for Light, which Sun 
is ſpoken of in Gen. i. 16. is a Sign or Figure of the 
aloreſuid great Wildom Mediator, or the Head and 
Father of Grace; and ſo much ſhall ſuffice at pre- 
ſent, as to the ſpeaking concerning the creating, 
containing, ſetting up, ſending forth of this great 

Mediator, which is the eternal created Spirit. 
And now for ſome Light concerning the Tree of 
Knowledge, ſpoken of, in Gen. ii. 179. The Sub- 
{tance of that Shadow, was the Man, Chriſt's 
Soul and Body, as ſuch, the Head of Nature 
or the true Vine. And now fer the Creation of the 
true Vine, or the Tree of Knowledge, which is 
the Man Chriſt : The infinite firſt Cauſe, that created 
a firſt eternal Spirit in himſelf, as aforeſaid, which 
is call'd by the Name of Word, created and contain'd 
in himſelf, John xvi. 25. Ch. viii. 42. A ſecond created 
Spice, call'd by the Name of Breath, P/al. xxxiil. 6. 
which, by Breath is intended the Soul of Chriſt, 
gen. ii. 7. and he had alſo a Body in Counſel, though 
| not 
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Tot in Creation, which Body repreſented all human 
Bodies, but the ele& Bodies in a peculiar Manner. 
But the Breath, or the reaſonable Soul of Chriſt, 
28 aforeſaid, contains the Souls of all reaſonable 
Beings, but the Election in a peculiar Manner. 
Earthy Adam was the firſt Man that poſſeſſed the 
firſt reaſonable Soul for himſelf and for others, 
namely, for all Mankind, from the Fountain of 
Souls, which is Chriſt's Soul, called by the Name 
of Breath; which Soul of Chriſt is actually created, 
though his Body not created yet in Counſel: Theſe 
two Parts make up one Man, or one Head of Na- 


ture, or one true Vine with all its Branches, both 


the Election and Non-Election. So much may ſuf- 
fice in ſpeaking of the anticntneſs of Chrift as the 
Head of Nature, under the Name of Breath or 
Tree of Knowledge. Now for the fitneſs of Chriſt 
to diſcharge the aforeſaid Relations he ſtands in: 
And the firſt Step for this Fitneſs, is this, That 
the antient Man poſſeſſed a Soul aQually created, 
and a Body in Gounſe), though not made of a 
Woman, actually by the Holy Ghoſt in time, yet 
it was the ſame Soul and Body that was openly 
declared in time; yet all was as aforeſaid, but a 
Man though without Sin, and ſo great a Man; 
and yet in Compariſon of the eternal firſt created 
Spirit, he is ſaid to be a Worm, Iſa. Ixvi. 24. his 
reaſonable Soul is chiefly intended in the Phraſe 
Worm, Mark ix. 44. and therefore in order that this 


Man may be fitted for the Diſcharge of all the 
Relations he is placed in, he muſt come under 
greater Fitneſs yet; and the firſt Step of this greater 


Fitneſs is in this, that he muſt have another Heart 
befides his reaſonable 'Soul, which Heart in Scrip- 
ture is called a divine Nature, or the ſame Nature 
which the firſt created Spirit is the Father of; and 
lo the aforeſaid Man by this new Heart, is ſaid 
to be a Believer, or one that underſtands ſpiritual 
Things, which is far beyond ' reaſonable Things, 
I Cor. ii. 14, 15. and ſo he is called the Son 
of an eternal created Jehovah: Imamuel, who 
is God in common to all Believers as à Father, 
and all Believers are Sons to the Father; Chriſt 
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Brethren, as he is made Pertaker of the aforeſaid 
new Heart; and ſo he is not only a great ſinleſs 
Man that hath no eternal Happineſs contained in 
5 | . . 

it: But now as a Believer he 1s a glorious Man, 
and an eternal happy Man, by virtue of Union to 
his eternal created Father. And yet notwithitand- 
ing this Glory Man muſt have a greater Fitnels, namely 
this, that he muſt ſtand in Relation, not only 
as a Son, but alſo as a Wife ſtands in Relation 
to a Husband, that all the perſonal Dignities that $ 
is proper to the Husband may be transferred to the 
Wife. Here comes in another Fitneſs for the Dil- 
charge for the Work he is appointed to, and there- 
fore he muſt not ſhare only as a Son in the Na- 
ture of his Father, but mult alſo ſtand in Relation 
as a Wife to a Husband ; and therefore Names are 
given ſuitable to the marriage Relation, which 
Names are theſe, Wiſdom and Prudence; Wiſdom 
is the proper Name for the eternal created Spirit, 
as he Ges in the Relation of a Husband; and 
4 Prudence is the proper Name of the Glory Man, 
= as he ſtands in Relation of a Wife to a Huſ- 
3 band: And an infinite God in all his Perſons, hath 
Joined together or married the two firſt created 
Spirits, and made one Myſtery Chriſt, . of both 
4 which, Chriſt is the Man anointed with all the 
z Fulneſs and Dignities under the Name of a Hul- 
A band or Wiſdom. This is the Myſtery Chriſt, which 
3 Paul wiſhed that Believers might underſtand and 
acknowledge, Coloſ. ii. 2. Coloſ. i. 27. Cor. i. 30. 
Before Chriſt is made a Redeemer, he muſt be 
married to the eternal created Spirit, and ſo be ts 
made Wiſdom, and more than that which has been 
before ſpoken, to fit him for a Redeemer, you 
may fee Adam, a Figure of Chriſt in this Re- 
ſpect, Gen. ii. 23, 24. the Woman was contained 
in him and part of his Nature, before ſhe was given 
to him as a Wife, Mat. xix. 6. Rom. v. 14. And 
2 now on the Conſideration of the eternal Marriage 
* Union between Wifdom and Prudence, there is not 
only a Union of Natures, but there is an exchange 
of Names: Now Prudence is called Wiſdom, and 
Prudence is called the mighty God, and Prudence 
zs called the Word of God, Rev. xix. 13. Iſa. ix 6. 
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Prov. viii. 1. So now theſe Names are properly 
belonging to the firſt eternal created Spirit; but 
by Unity of the aforeſaid Marriage, theſe Names 
are given to Chriſt, as he is the Breath of God 
or Prudence, or the ſecond created Spirit: Agam, 
the Names of the ſecond created Spirit 1s alfo counted 
to be the Names of the firſt created Spirit, as you 
may ſee in Rom. viii. ro, 11. there the firſt created 
Spirit is call'd the Spirit of Chriſt; ws he is cal- 
led Chriſt, by which we may ſee the Union, and 
what a Myſtery Chriſt is both in Nature and Names; 
and when one Name is ſpoken of, the other is in- 
tended, Fpheſ. iii. 9. And now Wiſdom and Pru- 
dence; Wiſdom the firſt created Spirit, and Pru- 
dence the ſecond created Spirit, mult Hive together, 
Prov. viii. 12, and now the infinite God ſends them 
forth, who contained them in himſelf, as his Word 
and Breath, as aforoſaid, John vill. 42. and now 
time muſt take its Place actually, Eccl. iii. 1. and 
now Word and Breath muſt go to Work as an in- 
finite God's chief Intirments. The Efficaticy of the 
Work reſides in himſelf; the firſt Step of Work | 
is the ſpeaking into, being the four Elements, and | 
the maling and faſhioning all elementary Beings 
in the variety of theſe Forms; and then governing 
the ſame in all their Order, P/al. xxxiii. 6. Colaſ. i. 
16, 17. Thus I have been ſpeaking ſomething of 
the fitneſs of Chriſt by a marriage Union. For the 
Diſcharge of the great Work, he is called to as a 
Head of Nature, or the true Vine and the Free 
of Knowledge. I ſhall now ſpeak ſomething of 
the Fitneſs of Chriſt, for the great Work of Re- 
deeming his Members as a Head, or his Branches - 
as a Vine, or as he is'a Tree of Knowledge; and 
therefore to fit the Head, as aforeſaid, for the Work 
of Redemption, there are two wonderful Points to 
be conſidered ; firſt after Wiſdom and Prudence hath 
created and made a World and Things, and govern- 
eth the ſame, they muſt alſo make a Houle for 
themſelves to dwell in, 1 Cor. vi. 19. which Houſe 
is the humane Nature of the Son of God; and 
now Wiſdom and Prudence may not only be com- 
pared to a Husbandman and a Vine, ohn xv. 1. but 
mult be compared to Dairy-Woman that turns Milk 
; into 
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into a Churd tg make Cheeſe withal; 7ob's Words 
pointing to Chriſt Incarnation 70 x. 10. And in order 
hereunto, Wiſdom and Prudence, which as aforeſaid, 
the two firſt created Spirits, wioſe proper Places are 
above the Heavens, theſe mult deſcend from Hea- 
ven, Epheſ. iv. io. and Wiſdom, under the Name 
of the Holy Ghoſt, muſt over-ſh:dow the Virgin 
Mary, Lukei. 25. and take hold of that ſinleſs milky 
Nature that was placed and preſerved in her, to be 
churdled like Cheeſe, that it may be called the Seed 
of Mary, in order that it might be made Fleſh 
or a holy Thing. That the infinite Son of God, 
according to the Gift of his infinite Father, might 
take this holy Thing into a perſonal Union with him- 
felf, as he is the infinite Son, and fo this holy Thing 
has the Honour of the ſecond Perſon attributed to 
it, ſo that the Holy Thing may be ſaid to be an infi- 
nite Thing, and the infinite Son may be ſaid to be 
made of a Woman, Gal. iv. 4. And now this holy 
Thing muſt be married alſo by the Holy Ghoſt to 
Prudence, . which is the ſecond created Spirit, which 
is the firſt reaſonable Soul, and the Fountain of all 
Souls: This Soul mult take its own holy Thing into 
Union to its ſelf, and the Dignity of this holy Thing 
as in Union to the Son of God, is attributed to the 
Soul, that is, in Union to the holy Thing, ſo here 
his three diſtinct Beings, and yet but one infinite Per- 
ſon, namely the Son of God. Now the Holy Ghoſt 
pure this holy Thing into the Form of a man Child, 
o that it becomes Mary's Son; and ſo is fitted every 
Way to grow up and be called the Man of God's 
r 
And now this is the Body that was ſet up in an- 
tient Counſel in Eeternity; even according to that 
Patern in the Mount of Eternity is this Body made: 
Now Wiſdom may be ſeen in building himſclt a 
Houſe, namely, the human Nature in Union to the 
Son of God. Now, Wiſdom and Prudence may re- 
juice in their own Houſe, and that becauſe it ſhall 
endure forever, or as long as Sun and Moon, and Stars 
indure ; and that Ts, Prev. ix. 1. it hath ſeven 
Pillars belonging to it, the four Vlemements are four 
of them, contained in the human Nature ; and the 
fifth, the Sen of God e and the ſixth an 
e | | amazing 
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amazing reaſonable Soul; and the ſeventh the eter. 
nal created Spirit, who is of a divine peculiar Na- 
ture, who is called the right Hand of an infinite God; 
this is Wiſlom's Houſe, thus | have given you ſome 
Account of the laſt twotold Fitneſs, . in order that he 
might be a Redecmer or a Surety for us. Adam's 
one Offence was againſt an infinite God, as a Sove- 
reign Law giver, ſo there muſl be an infinite Surety, 
or elſe the higheſt digniſicd Man whatſoever, could 
not without be'ng infinite, give a full Satisfaction to 
an infinite God for one Man's Offence, or one Man's 
Diſobedience, which was imputed to others, Rom. 
v. 12. For as 7cb's Friend ſays, Sin is infinite, there- 
fore it muſt have an infinite Satis faction, or elſe no

infinite God's own providing; therefore there is no 
Condemnation for them, whom Chriſt hath. died 
for, as a Husband inſtead of his Wife. And thus 
I have been giving you ſome ſhort Account, as I haves 
been helped of the antientneſs of Chriſt in all his 
Nature, ard of the Conjunction of Chriſt in all his 
Natures, and of Chriſt as a Myſtery in all his Na- 
tures, and the fitneſs of a whole Chriſt for a Redeemer.

oned: I ſhall begin with the Root by the Root. 1 


underſtand that one great Angel, that is the Head of 


all the Non- elect Angels, which fell from his firſt 
created Purity, conſiſted in Sinleſneſs. His Fall was, 
as I apprehend to be, his having an Underſtanding 
of his own Greatneſs, taking Reit and Complaiſancy 
in himſelf, though but for a Moment, is his breakin 

the firſt Commandment, and fo becomes guilty x, 
filthy, and all that he headed fell alike in him, and 
ſo were all guilty and filthy: Its ſaid the Devil drew 
ſee Rev. xii. 4, 9. the third Part. I ſhall return to 
the Root the great Angel, to deſcribe fomething of 
his Greatneſs as the Root of. Anti chriſt; the firſt 
Step is this, that he ſtands in Relation of a Trinity of 
Perſons, namely, a Father, a Son, which is a Spirit,

have deſcribed the aforeſaid Angel in this one Point, 
that he is a Trinity of perſonal Relations, as hath 
been ſaid. Now what a need have we to be acquaint- 
ed with the Form of ſound Words, both to apprehend 
and declare what Trinity we mean when we think or 
{ſpeak of a Trinity, ſeeing there is Three ſo great Tri- 
nities ſpoken of in the Bible ; firſt, an infinite Trinity, 
ſecondly, an eternal Trinity, pertainining to the true 
Myſtery Chriſt contained in them Words or Names, 
Eather, Son, and Holy Ghoſt; and thirdly, the atore- 
ſaid deviliſh Trinity, as the Root of Anti-chriſt. So 
much for the great fallen Angel, who is a Trinity. 
The ſecond great Appearance of rhis Root, and Fa- 
ther of Anti-chriſt, is not only that he is a Trinity of 
Perſons, but he is transformed into the likeneſs of 
the Angel of light, 2 Cor. xi. 14. which Angel of Light 
is the firſt created Spirit, and the Father of Chriſt as 
as Believer, the which Chriſt as a Believer, is the 
firſt born of many Brethren, or the elder Son of the 


Ange! of Light: The Devil being a Father, 8 
| elder 
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elder Son alſo declared in them Words, Gen. iii. 15. 
which is the Seed of the Serpent, or in them Words, 
the Prince of the Power of the Air, Zpheſ. ii. 2. which 
is the Spirit or Son, or Seed which 1s fo married to 
ſome Mankind, and fo ſucceſſively, as that the Name 
of the Man ſo joined to the Seed of the Serpent, is 
called the Man of Sin, 2 The/7: ii. 3. the Manhood 
being in the aforeſaid Union, comes under fuch de- 
viliſh Poſſeſſion. or Anointing, that he deſerveth and 
is called the Anti-chrift; and the Devil his Father 
acteth by this Man of Sin, which is the Anti- chriſt, 
almoſt all which goes undcr the Name of the Devil's 
Actions, or as if 1 ſhould ſay, the Devil manageth all 
his Affairs by the aforeſaid Anti chriſt, as a Root of 
a Tree manifeſt; its Fulneſs by the Body and Branches 
by virtue of the aforeſaid Union between the Devil 
and his Son, and the Son in Union with the Manhood. 
The Man Anti-chriſt may ſay I am God, I am the 
Prince of the Power of the Air, I am the Son of the 
Morning, I am the Seed of the Serpent, and he as 
Son, is what I am, which is Anti-chriſt; and now 
Anti-chriſt may be ſaid to be the God of this World, 
by Virtue of Union to his Father, who is the God of 
this World. Leave out mentioning the Place that he 
is God of, and then ſee how the Words run, which is 
thus, God is Chrift, and Chriſt is God; a Phraſe 
uſed by the Quakers to declare the Object of their 
Worſhip, which is a dangerous quick-Sand they fink 
in. And the Phraſe is become a Faſhion among the 
Believers, not conſidering that Antichriſt is what I 
have declared him to be namely, God and Man, 
and ſtands as a Mediator to his Father, by whom his 
Father manageth all his Affairs as hath been aforefaid : 
Thus I have been ſpeaking how Satan transformeth 
himſelf into a likeneſs of the Angel of Light, as he 
is a Father of an elder Son, which I have ſpoken fome- 
thing of; again I ſhall ſpeak ſomething more how Sa- 
tan transformeth bimGlf into a likenels of the afore- 
ſaid Angel of Light, as he is the Father of many Sons, 
and all the Sons of the Angelot Light are called after 
their Father's Name, 1 John ili. 12. Ia. ix 6. which 
Father's Name is the Almighty God, and the Sons 
are called the Sons of God, as you may lee in the laſt

Quotations, as it is ſaid, now are we the Sons of God: 
Both Father, and theſe his Sons, are ſecured by the Co- 
venant of Grace, ſhadowed out by 4braham and 
Tjaac from all Changes or Falls whatloever. Accord- 
ing to them Words Iwill help thee, I will ſtreng hen 
thee, Sc. Iſa. xli. 10, 13. Thus Father and Children 
are ſecured in a way of Grace and that for evermore, 
and not only for ever; theſe need no Redemption to 
make them happier than they are, for they are tae 
adopted Sons of God the Mediator, who is the created 
Spirit: Both Father and Sons are pure created Spirits, 
of one, and the ſelf ſame Nature and Kind with each 
other; no Creature befides them ſhare either in their 
Nature and Properties; they and they only ſee poſſoſ- 
ſively what is intended in them Words Kingdom of Hea- 
ven, the rational Soul, Zoh iii. 3. like the Moon, may 
behold the Kingdom of Heaven for its Comfort: But 
it is the aforeſaid that poſſeſſes it as their rightful Ele- 
ment, John iii. 3, 5. 1 Cor. ii. 14. But the aforeſaid Sons 
of God, are not to be diſcerned to be the Sons of God 
whilſt they paſs along Satan's Kingdom ; becauſe like 
a Jewel or a Watch, they are contained or covered 
in a twofold Caſe, which is the reaſonable Soul and 
human Body, which reaſonable Soul and human Bo- 
dy, makes up Man ſo ſecured in the Man Chriſt, 
as Branches that ſhall never be cut off, tho' they are 
appointed to fall as Men, by one Man's Diſobedience, 
equally with other Branches that ſhall be cut off: "Tis 
the twofold Covering or aforefaid Caſes that fall, and 
not the Sons of God; as ſuch now as I have ſaid, Sa- 
tan will, as far as he can, transform himſelf into this 
Likeneſs of the Angel of Light. But it is but as far 
as he can that he does it. And firſt thus, in perſuad- 
whom he may, that there is a higher State, or a 
higher Way of Advantage than what comes in by 
Redemption, and therefore perſuades ſome not to be 
concerned about the Fall by one Man's Diſobedience, 
nor to be concerned about one Man's Obedience and 
Death, which is Chriſt as a Sacrifice. The Rock 
which ſecures the ele& Branches from the aforelaid 
deſerved Wrath, and the believing of this Doctrine, 
that Chriſt is the Rock as aſoreſaid, is the only Pri- 


viledge of the Election, or the Door of the —_ 
old, 
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fold, which none but the Election can believe for 
themſelves, which is the Faith intended in them 
Words; entering in at the Door Satan does what 
he can to detain whom he may from this Faith, 
that Chriſt as a Sacrafice, is the Door, or the firſt 
Faith that the true Branches poſſeſſes. Satan leaves 
out, as | have ſaid, this Point, as well as he can, or 
as he may; and the Quakers receive this Faith, and 
have under valuing Thoughts of the Fall and Re- 
demption alone by Chriſt, as aforeſaid. A dangerous 
Quick-Sand they ſtick in, cover'd over with this Per- 
ſuifion : That as it hath been ſaid their is a higher 
way than Redemption, Grace, namely to be the a- 
dopted Sons of God, and fo Satan comes to be wor- 
ſhiped by all thoſe that give Credit to the preaching 
of Satan, of one Truth to be the over-throwing o 

another, which the Quakers do. Thus Satan tranft- 
forms himſelf as he can into the Likeneſs of the An- 
gel of Light, in preaching up one Truth to the over- 
throwing of another. Thus I have been ſpeaking 
how Satan transforms himſelf into an Angel of Light, 
by preaching up that grand Truth, that there is a 
9 and more endurable Glory for the adopted 
Sons of God, than there is for their Covering; which 
is elect Men, whole Glory is to be enjoy'd for a Thou- 
fand Years, with Jeſus Chriſt, their true Vine and 
Rock: Again Satan transforms himſelf into the Like- 
neſs of the Angel of Light. As he is a Teacher accord 
ing to them Words, I know Abraham will teach his 
Children ; and according to them Words, the Spirit 
of Truth ſhall lead into all Truths, Gen. viii. 19. 
Zchn xvi. 13. I ſhall ſpeak ſomerhing of the Manner 
how he works, 1 firſt, according to antient 
Counſels, irreſiſtable with Light and Life from him- 
ſelf, when he pleaſes and as he pleaſes: As to the 
matter of his teaching thus, that the firſt Cauſe is to 
be worſhiped ſupreamly; and that tho' he himſelf is 
ſo great an Angel of Light, that he will not have the 
firſt Cauſe robbed of his Honour, neither will he take 
it to himſelf, as you may ſee in Rev. xxii. 8, 9g, Ch. 
Nix. lo. again, where he works namely, Eminently 
in the new Heart, and more inferiourly the reaſonable 
Soul and human Pody, which reaſonable Soul and hu- 
x ; man 
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man Body, is the Temple of the Holy Ghoſt, where 
the Angel of Light dwelleth ; thus you may fee 2 Cor. 
VI. 16. 

I ſhall ſhew now he Satan transforms himſelf into 
the Likeneſs of the Angel of Light, in theſe three 
forgoing Particulars; but with a great Difference he 
teacheth. Its true, and irrefiſtably as to the Creature, 
and with Light alſo, but his Light leads into Dark- 
nels; and that I know and ſee that Text for the 
Truth of it, Matt. vi. 23, Lie Fl. 34, $5, If your 
Light be Darkneſs, how great is that Darkneſs, but 
his Teaching is not as he will, but as he may as to 
the matter of his teaching this; I am God, I am a 
Myſtery Chriſt, therefore be wants to be worſhiped : 
Under this Confideration ſee them Words of his to 
Chriſt himſelf; all theſe Things, Matt. iv. 7. will I 
give thee if thou wilt worſhip me. Now for the Place 
were Satan ſetteth to teach in common thus, the 
reaſonable Souls of fallen Beings, as they belong to 
the non- Election, where he hath placed in the Fall 
his own Nature; ſee them Words, ye are of your 
Father, the Devil true both to Spirits and Men, ohn 
viii. 44. but in more than an . ee Manner he ſets 
as a Teacher in the Temple of the Holy Ghoſt, which 
is ſaid to be the Temple of God, as you may ſee, 
Theſ/i. 2. 4. an awful Text to this Purpoſe, which 
Temple of God is 2s aforeſaid, tae reaſonable Soul 
and Body of the Elect. He took up this Setting in 
the Garden of Eden, by the Fall of Eve and Adam, and 
| bath kept his ſetting ever ſince, and will doſo till Death, 
Redemption, Grace, doth nothing to the caſting out of 
Satan from his Scat; its the powerful Working of our 
Myſtery Chriſt that cutteth him done, or worketh him 
out from his Seat, and that gradually, but at Death 
finely. Thus T have given ſome Account of the Myſtery 
Anti-chriſt, and of Satan transforming himſelf into 
the Likeneſs of the Angel of Light, by which I ſee 
an abſolute Neceflity for to be taught by the Spirit of 
Truth, to. underſtand what is intended in Scripture 
Phraſe, of which we ſo freely ſpeak, as Philip ſaid to 
the Eunuch, in Acts viii. 30- underſtandeth thou what 
thou readeit ; no more true Religion than their is an 


Underſtanding of what we ſpeak: And they that oy 
an 
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and underſtand that Chriſt is nothing but a Spirits 
which isa Saying among the Quakers, and in ſa doing 
they neither hold the true Gods Chriſt, nor the Devils 
Chriſt, but a Cheat and a Lye, becauſe the Significa- 
tion of the Phraſe Chriſt, is the Man anointed. My 
Deſire by what is written, is that the Knowledge of 
Chriſt may coyer the Earth, as Water doth the Sea, 
and that Anti- chriſt may be known; and that the E- 
le, if poſſible, may be pluck'd out of that Burning. 
Amos iv. 11, IHA. xi. 9. Rev. xviii. 1, 

A Word of Advice to Mr. Watts, and to all ſuch La- 
bourers in vain as he is, who are ſtriving to contain 
the Sea in two Nut- ſhells, or ſtrive to find out the In- 
finite Almighty God, by purblind Reaſon and Senſe, 
which loſt their Ructitude and Satisfaction; in that 
there was a God in the Garden of Eden; and as Men 
neither ſhall attain to the true Knowledge of God, 
till the paradiſick State, or the Time of the Reſti- 
tution of all Things; therefore ceaſe from thinking that 
you may attain to the Knowledge of God, by theKnow- 
ledge you may have of any of his Creatures ; and in 

articular, the Soul in Man is to dull a Glaſs to ſee a 
Trinity of Perſons in, tho' you make ſo great a Uſe 
of it for this Purpoſe in your laſt Book : But here will 
raiſe a Queſtion, if the reaſonable Soul cannot attain 
to a ſatisfactory Knowledge of the true God, till the 
time of the Reſtitution of all Things. Then may 
not the true God be worſhiped in a right Manner till 
that time. My Anſwer is, that tho” the true God can- 
not be worſhipped nor known to the Satisfaction of the 
Soul, under the higheſt reaſonable Ructitude or San- 
ctification, till the aforeſaid time is commenced; yet 
there is a new Heart provided, by which the true God 
is as clearly ſeen, Say ſatisfactually underſtood, and 
as truly worſhipped as he. will be at the Reftitution 
of all Things This new Heart is not the reaſonable ' 

Soul fancti fied in any Senſe, but it is of another Na- 
ture, and appointed for other Ends, which new 
Heart you may ſee declared in a Book entituled the 
Threefold Natures in Chriſt. And as Reaſon and 
Senſe is the noble Part of a Man, the new Heart is 
the noble Part of the new Man, as he is a Believer: 
And as Reaſon and Senſce reliſhes Things of a earthy 
Kind, 
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Kind, fo and much more fo, Faith in the new Heart 
diſcerns Objects of a heavenly kind. The ſpiritual or 
new Man diſcerneth all Things, though he is not di- 
= {cerned by any meer Man, 1 Cor. ii. 15. Chriſt ſays as 
IF a Believer,” and Paul as a Believer, that they knew 
in whom they believed, and whom they worſhiped, 
John iv. 22. ſupreamly, which was, or is, a Trinity 
of infinite Perſons in the Unity of the Eſſence. And 
altho Mr. Watts can't ſee that the infinite Spirit is not 
faid to be a Perſon, as the Father and Son is ſaid to 
be Per ſons; yet I can ſce that he deſerves the Phraſe, 
Perſon, equal with the Father and Son: If the Word 
Perſon points out to us Diſtinctions by which we may 
know one Relation from another, according as you 
make uſe of your Pronouns, J, Ton, and He, then 
the Word Perſon, is as properly attributed to the Spi- 
rit, as to the Father and Son, for neither the Father 
nor the Son is ſaid to be the Spirit, neither is the Spi- 
rit {aid to be the Father or the Son, therefore we 
have Room in the Scriptures to attribue Perſonality 
to the infinite Spirit. And if I ſhould give Way to 
my Thoughts, and ipeak my own Words, that though 
Perſonality is not ſo plainly attributed to the Spirit, its 
becauſe we may have the oreater Thoughts of the 
Godhead, who contains ſuch Characters in himſelf, as 
to be a Begetter, and own that is begotten ; therefore 
take need leſt you ſhould have low Thoughts of the 
Spirit, and fo diſcover your Ignorance of the infinite 


Godhead to this Purpoſe. Sce the Text, Heb. xi. 6.
